Great anxiety is felt over the 
prospects of more war. While 
negotiations were quitly pro¬ 
gressing between the represen¬ 
tatives of Great Britain and Rus¬ 
sia in regard to the Iuternation 
al Commission to consider the 
North sea incident, ^London was 
flooded with alarmists reports 
and the population was worked 
up to a fever heat of excitement.
